4 New Critical Review of the public buildinzs, &e. 
dy Mr. Hiram. 
LIII. HE new Treajury in St. James’s park is a 

very expenfive, bit the moft abfurd build- 

ing, that perhaps has been yet erected in 
this kingdom ; as will evidently appear by the following 
obfervations. 1. The groteique rutlic arches of the 
lower flory, made in affectation of antiquity, have no 
connection with the {mooth- worked {quare windows pla- 
ced in them ; which feem to have been an after-thought, 
to fill up thofe arches, which were injudicioufly defign’d 
at fir of too great a diameter, and ought to have been 
made with grotefque work alfo, to prevent an impro.- 
priety of parts. -———- 2. As the breadths of the folids 
and of the openings in the upper ftories are regulated 
by thofe of the under ttory ; and as the breadths of the 
apertures, which are weakenings, fhould not be fuperior 
to the breadths of the folid parts, wherein the whole 
ftrength of buildings confilts ; the diameter of the ruttic 
arches fhould not have been made fuperior to the breadth 
of the peers between them, unle{s they had been intend- 
ed for an open arcade; like the arcades in Covent-garden. 
—— 3. Asthe whole flructure is raifed intirely new 
from its foundation ; why mult its bafis or lower ftory 
mimic antiquity, as if that part had its furface torn and 
defaced by the rough hands of time, and been of much 
longer date than the greg, ey Which has no kind 
of connection with it ? Nor indeed is this any thing like 
the works of the ancients: for they never ufed thofe 
kinds of rough-worked ruftics, but at the entrances into 
grottos, caves, fubterranean paflages, hermitages, &c, 
wherein they excel] all kinds of mafonry that are more 
elaborately finifhed on their furface. — ¢: Tho’ the 
quoins, which are the nerves of every building, fhould 
be made more fubitantial, than any of the inward peers 
between the windows; yet the quoins here are but of 
the fame flender dimenfions, and teem indeed to be lefs, 
the arches, as the peers between the windows are.

worked furfaces and mitred grooves) the plain pedeltals, 
placed to fupport the pillaflers, fhould have had their ba- 
fes and capitals made of fquare blocks only 5 as invented 
by the author of the Principles of ancient mafonry, &c. 
and exhibited in the 309th plate of that work. Thele 
would have been fimilar and agreeable to the grotefque 
ruitics ; whereas the others are divided into many (imal! 
members, which have no affinity with them, tho’ they 
mutt neceffarily be feen and confidered at the fame time. 
7- Tho’ the entablature of this ftory is Doric, the pil- 
lafters placed on the pedeltals are much too low for the 
Tufean order, and therefore are abfurd. It is my hum- 
ble opinion, that had the pedeftals been intirely omitted, 
and the pillafters been continued down to the coping cr 
fafcia, which crowns the lower ttory, their heights would 
have been better proportioned to their diameter, and to 
the entablature over them, and have been likewife more 
orderly. For the large plainnels of the pedeitals does 
but interrupt the orderly courfe of the ruttics, and break 
the fymmetry of the whole. 8. In conformity 
to the arcades of the lower flory, this 2d ftory is alfo arca- 
ded, but of greater altitude. The impotts from which 
thefe arches afcend, are very juftly made plain ; but the 
continuing of them from onc pillafter to the other, is 
without example, and ought never to be done but ina 
niche, to feparate the cylindrical from the femi-hemi- 
{pherical part. When we view both thefe arcaded fto- 
ries, We are apt to imagine, that originally thefe arcades 
were wholely opened to as many galleries, environing 
the grand body of the fabrick ; and that they have been 
filled up fince with plain wall and {mall windows, to 
convert the galleries into apartments for ule. And thefe 
windows bear the fame proportion to the arcades in 
which they are placed, as {mall ftovesdo, when fet in 
large filled chimneys to f{pacious rooms: a contrivance 
commonly put in practice in many houfles, whofe inha- 
bitants cannot afford to keep fuch large fires, as the mags 
nitude of fuch chimneys and rooms requires. In thort, 
hereby all the intended grandeur and magnificence is 
at once deftroyed. And if we confider thele arcades, as 
moi probably integded by the architeét to have been 
wholely illuminated, then the building would have 
appeared like Arcus, full of eyes, and its weaknefs and 
difproportion of parts been more confpicuous. The ex- 
tream of too great a quantity of window, would have 
been worfe than the prefent extream of too little. As 
in geometrical progreffive numbers, the {quare made of 
the mean, is equal to the {quare made by the extreams: 
fo wiadows might have been proportioned to this build- 
ing, that would have been a mean between the extreams. 
9. Inttead of placing plain window- {tools, conform- 
able to the plainnels of the ruftics, and to the continued 
plain impoits over their heads 5 here the capitals and ba- 
fes of imall members to the pedeftals are continued ; 
and by filling up the dye under cach window with bal- 
luitrades, the continued pedeltal is there immediate! 
(high, pa/s, and away) turn’d into a mock balcony, This 
would have been a very good transformation, had the 
windows opened to its bottom; but as they donot, no- 
thing can be more ridiculoufly ablurd. This blunder is 
alfo to be feen at the windows to the Banqueting-bouje, 
which I fhould have before obferved ; and fiom which 
I believe thofe of this building were taken. If 
we confider the finall diameters of the pillafters, which 
are the only folid {uflaining paits of this Lory ; we matt 
believe them to be very greatly loaded with the uncom- 
mon height of folid wall, contained between the heads 
of the windows herein, and the bottoms of the windows 
in the next ftory.
